EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
GOVERNOR'S  HIV/AIDS  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  (HIV) ,  the  virus 
that  causes  Acquired  Immunodeficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS) ,  claims  a 
life  in  the  United  States  every  fifteen  minutes,  is  the  leading 
cause  of  death  for  men  between  the  ages  25-44  and  the  fourth 
leading  cause  of  death  for  women  between  the  ages  of  25-44;   and 

WHEREAS,  Montana  State  Government  has  a  significant 
interest  in  protecting  the  public  health;   and 

WHEREAS,  Montana  has  both  the  opportunity  and  the 
obligation  to  provide  a  constructive  response  to  this  HIV 
epidemic;   and 

WHEREAS,  such  a  response  necessarily  requires  the 
commitment  and  resources  of  all  levels  of  government  coupled 
with  a  firm  partnership  with  the  private  sector  in  order  to 
effectively  stem  the  spread  of  this  disease;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  1994  "Report  to  the  Governor:  Montana 
Responds  to  HIV/AIDS"  and  previous  AIDS  advisory  councils  have 
recommended  the  multiplicity  of   issues   that   transcend  the 
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singular  responsibility  of  any  one  state  agency;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  need  for  an  advisory  and  leadership  mechanism 
is  critical  for  an  effective  and  piiblicly  supported  response  to 
a  very  serious  public  health  issue. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Article  VI,  Section  4 
of  the  Montana  Constitution,  and  Section  2-15-201,  MCA,  do 
hereby  continue  the  Governor's  HIV/AIDS  Advisory  Council. 

I.  PURPOSE 

The  Council  shall  provide  the  leadership  required  to 
recommend  public  policy  to  the  Governor  and  Department  Directors 
that  assures  the  initiation,  coordination,  promotion, 
implementation  and  evaluation  of  services  and  activities  that 
can  effectively  arrest  the  spread  of  the  HIV  infection  and 
provide  humane  treatment  for  those  that  are  or  become  infected. 

II.  DUTIES 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  shall 
organize  Regional  HIV  Prevention  Community  Planning  groups 
according  to  the  Governor's  Health  Planning  Districts  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control's  HIV  Prevention 
Community  Planning  process  guidance.  These  regional  planning 
groups  shall  submit  recommendations  for  a  comprehensive  Montana 
HIV  prevention  plan  to  the  Council  for  review  &  response. 

The  Council  shall  meet  regularly  at  the  call  of  its  Chair 
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to  seek  information,  discuss  strategies  to  fulfill  its  purpose 
and  act  in  its  discretion  to  carry  out  the  decisions  it  reaches. 

III.  COMPOSITION 

The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  and  the  Secretary 
of  State.  Staff  support  shall  be  provided  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  &  Human  Services. 

IV.   DURATION 

The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  extended  by  subsequent 
Executive  Order. 

This  Order  is  effective  immediately.

WHEREAS, Public  Law  93-53  6  requires  the  Governor  of  each 
state  desiring  to  participate  in  the  National  Historical 
Publications  Program  to  establish  an  Historical  Records  Advisory 
Counc  i 1 ;   and

grant  proposals  made  to  the  National  Historical  Publications  and 
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Records  Commission  (NHPRC) ,  an  Office  of  the  National  Archives 
and  Records  Administration.  The  Council  is  authorized  to 
receive  funds  pursuant  to  Public  Law  93-536. 

II .  COMPOSITION 

The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
Montana  Historical  Society  and  the  Secretary  of  State.

MONTANA  FAMILY  SUPPORT  SERVICES  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  Montana  Legislature  authorized  the  State  of 
Montana  to  apply  for  funding  to  implement  the  state  grant 
program  for  infants  and  toddlers  as  established  under  the 
Education  of  Handicapped  Act  Amendments  of  1986,  PL  99-457, 
(renamed  and  amended  under  its  reauthorization  in  July,  1997,  as 
the  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act,  PL  105-17)  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Disabilities  Services  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  has  been 
designated  the  lead  agency  for  early  intervention  and  family 
support  services  provided  for  under  Title  1,  Part  C  of  the

fund  to  meet  contingencies  and  needs  arising  from  the  emergency.

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Administration,  pursuant  to 
Section  2-9-101,  MCA,  is  charged  with  the  acquisition  and 
administration  of  all  insurance  purchased  for  the  protection  of 
the  state;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Administration  shall,  after 
consultation  with  the  departments,  agencies,  commissions,  and 
other  instrumentalities  of  the  state   ("state  participants") 
provide  a  comprehensive  insurance  plan  for  the  state;   and 

WHEREAS,  all  offices,  departments,  agencies,  authorities, 
commissions,  boards,  institutions,  hospitals,  colleges, 
universities,   and  other  state  participants  are  statutorily 
required  to  comply  with  the  insurance  plan  developed  by  the 
Department  of  Administration  pursuant  to  Section  2-9-201,  MCA;

WHEREAS,  risk  management  is  an  essential  component  in  the 
formation  of  a  comprehensive  state  insurance  plan;   and

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING 
THE  GOVERNOR'S  COUNCIL  ON  FAMILIES 


WHEREAS,  Strong  and  healthy  families  are  the  foundation  of 
a  healthy  society;  and 

WHEREAS,  families  in  their  wondrous  diversity  provide  the 
essential  front  line  of  education  in  passing  on  values,  ethics, 
ideals  and  socially  acceptable  behaviors  to  the  citizens  of 
tomorrow;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  modem-day  family  is  experiencing  a  variety  of 
pressures- -social,  cultural  and  economic- -that  can  threaten  its 
viability;  and 

WHEREAS,  malfunctioning  families  affect  all  of  us  through 
the  increased  costs  of  public  medical  care  and  the  justice  and 
penal  systems,  and  increased  emotional  and  financial  costs  when 
new  victims  are  created;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  roots  of  youth  violence  can  be  traced  in  large 
part  to  the  breakdown  of  family  units;  and  the  education  system 
and  all  of  its  members  and  constituencies  are  adversely  affected 
by  the  disruptive  and  sometimes  violent  behavior  of  students,

many  of  whom  come  from  malfunctioning  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  single-parent  families  have  a  significantly  higher 
rate  of  poverty  than  two-parent  families  and  children  from 
single-parent  families  are  more  likely  to  become  school 
dropouts,  juvenile  delinquents,  teen  parents,  and  recipients  of 
public  assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  percentage  of  children  living  in  single-parent 
families  more  than  doubled  in  one  generation,  from  12  percent  in 
1970  to  27  percent  in  1993;  and 

WHEREAS,  problems  in  families  such  as  domestic  violence, 
abandonment,  child  abuse,  and  neglect  tend  to  be  perpetuated 
from  generation  to  generation;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  stated  statutory  responsibility  (Family 
Policy  Act)  that  government  constantly  examine  the  impact  of  all 
its  actions  on  the  health  of  the  family;  and 

WHEREAS,  with  appropriate  intervention  and  support, 
troubled  families  can  often  be  restored  to  their  essential 
nurturing  role  in  the  upbringing  of  Montana's  children,  who  are 
the  classmates,  neighbors,  co-workers,  and  leaders  of  tomorrow; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  majority  of  Montana's  families  function  well 
and  especially  deserve  the  support,  positive  reinforcement  and 
gratitude  of  their  State  Government,  society  at  large,  and  their 
peers;  and 

WHEREAS,  government  alone  clearly  cannot  and  should  not  try 
to  solve  all  of  the  current  problems  of  troubled  families;  and 
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WHEREAS,  life  in  a  democracy  carries  with  it  many  freedoms 
and  benefits  but  also  many  responsibilities  and  duties;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  interests  of  society  that  every  child 
have  an  opportunity  to  grow  in  a  secure  and  loving  family 
environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  resolution  of  these  complex  and  troublesome  family 
issues  is  an  ongoing  but  vital  process  that  will  require  the 
commitment  and  active  participation  of  society  as  a  whole  as 
well  as  the  assumption  of  responsibility  by  every  individual. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Marc  Racicot,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Sec.  2-15- 
122,  MCA,  do  hereby  continue  the  Governor's  Council  on  Families. 

I.  PURPOSE :  The  Council  will  perform,  in  conjunction  with 
existing  resources  within  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Human  Services,  a  variety  of  duties  including,  but  not  limited 
to: 

A.  creating  widespread  public  forums  to  engage 
individual  citizens  and  both  private  and  public  bodies  for 
discussion  and  improvement  of  Montana  families;

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
GOVERNOR'S  ADVISORY  COUNCIL  ON  DISABILITY 


WHEREAS,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA) 
opens  the  doors  of  opportunity  for  Montana's  citizens  with 
disabilities  to  become  employees,  taxpayers  and  welcome 
participants  in  the  operations  of  their  state  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  opportiinities  are  contingent  on  eqrial  access 
to  employment,  services,  and  information  provided  by  state 
agencies;  and 

WHEREAS,  effective  compliance  with  the  Americans  with

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NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby  establish  the  Governor's 
Advisory  Council  on  Disability. 
I.    PURPOSE 

The  Advisory  Council  shall  advise  the  Department  of 
Administration,  the  ADA  Coordinator  and  the  Governor's  Office  on 
issues  affecting  the  implementation  of  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  in  State  Government,  including: 

1.  recommending  steps  to  promote  the  proactive 
implementation  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  in  Montana 
State  Government  with  emphasis  on  both  Title  I  and  Title  II; 

2 .  recommending  steps  to  promote  the  development  of 
employment  opportunities  for  Montanans  with  disabilities  in 
state  government  agencies  with  the  same  terms,  conditions  and 
privileges  of  employment  enjoyed  by  other  state  employees; 

3.  identifying  specific  problems  affecting  the  access  of 
people  with  disabilities  to  the  programs,  services,  activities, 
and  information  provided  by  state  agencies; 

4.  identifying  specific  problems  affecting  the  opportunity 
for  people  with  disabilities  to  actively  participate  in  the 
operation  of  their  government; 

5.  recommending  steps  to  insure  that  state  government 
provides  a  model  for  other  Montana  employers  for  compliance  and 
implementation  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act;  and 

6.  sharing  of  the  information  with  other  employers  and 
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organizations,  including  the  President's  Committee  on 
Employment   of   Persons   with   Disabilities,   to   promote   the 
effective  implementation  of  the  Act  throughout  Montana. 

II.  COMPOSITION 

The  Governor  shall  appoint  seven  voting  members  to  the 
Advisory  Council.  Additional  non-voting,  ex-officio  members  may 
be  appointed  as  deemed  necessary  to  represent  other  councils, 
committees  or  programs.  At  least  four  voting  members  must  be 
individuals  with  disabilities.  The  membership  must  be  drawn 
from  consumers  of  state  government  services,  associations  or 
coiincils  representing  people  with  disabilities,  and  state 
employees.  The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter 
to  the  Department  of  Administration  and  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Chair  and  Vice  Chair  must  be  elected  by  a  vote  of  the 
Advisory  Council  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  under  this 
Executive  Order. 

The  Department  of  Administration  shall  provide 
administrative  support  to  the  Advisory  Council  necessary  to 
permit  the  Council  to  conduct  quarterly  meetings. 

III.  DUTIES 

The  Advisory  Council  shall  meet  no  less  than  quarterly  to 
be  determined  by  the  Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  Department 
of  Administration,  to  assure  that  the  Council  has  adequate 
opportunity  to  review  the  activities  of  the  ADA  Coordinator  and 
provide  appropriate  advice. 
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Any  number  of  voting  members  constitutes  a  quorum. 
Business  may  be  conducted  by  a  majority  of  the  voting  members 
present . 

IV.  COMPENSATION 

Council  members'  expenses  eligible  for  compensation  under 
Section  2-15-122(5),  MCA,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Department  of 
Administration  at  the  rate  of  $25  for  each  day  actually  and 
necessarily  engaged  in  the  performance  of  Council  duties.  All 
members  shall  be  reimbursed  for  travel  expenses  pursuant  to  2- 
15-122  (5)  ,  MCA. 

V.  DURATION 

This  Advisory  Council  remains  in  existence  for  a  period  of 
two  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  order. 
This  Order  is  effective  immediately.

WHEREAS,  on  May  5,  1998,  a  leak  was  discovered  in  the  face 
of  Tin  Cup  Dam,  located  in  Ravalli  County  and  within  the  Selway- 
Bitterroot  Wilderness  Area  of  the  Bitterroot  National  Forest;

WHEREAS,  16  residences  and  US  Highway  93  near  the  Town  of 
Darby,  Ravalli  County,  are  located  below  the  dam  and  within  the 
projected  inundation  area;  and

emergency  to  allow  for  emergency  repairs  to  be  made  within  the 
wilderness  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  emergency  repairs  effected  by  Tin  Cup  Water 
Company  were  unsuccessful  in  reducing  the  risks  of  dam  failure;

WHEREAS,  recent  heavy  rains  in  the  area  are  causing  in- 
flows to  the  reservoir  that  exceed  emergency  out -flows  for  the 
reservoir;  and

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CREATING  THE  UPPER  CLARK  FORK  RIVER  BASIN 
REMEDIATION  AND  RESTORATION  EDUCATION  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  federal  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response, 
Compensation,  and  Liability  Act,  as  amended  (CERCLA)  and  the 
Montana  Comprehensive  Environmental  Cleanup  and  Responsibility 
Act  (CECRA)  allow  states  as  trustees  for  natural  resources  to 
recover  monetary  damages  for  injuries  to  natural  resources 
caused  by  releases  of  hazardous  siobstances;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1983  the  State  of  Montana,  pursuant  to  its  role 
as  trustee,  filed  suit  in  federal  court  against  the  Atlantic 
Richfield  Company  alleging  that  the  company  is  liable  for  injury 
to  the  natural  resources  of  the  Upper  Clark  Fork  River  Basin;

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
CAPITAL  FINANCE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  Montana  State  Legislature  has  authorized  state 
agencies  to  incur  debt  by  issuing  notes,  bonds,  and  certificates 
to  the  public  to  support  a  wide  variety  of  activities  in 
furtherance  of  various  public  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  coordinated  approach  to  issuing  obligations 
would  enhance  marketing  of  these  obligations  by  the  State  of 
Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  to  present  a  coordinated  strategy 
to  finance  Montana's  capital  investment  to  the  rating  agencies 
to  enhance  the  credit  ratings  of  obligations  issued  by  the 
state;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  communicate  to  investors, 
underwriters,  and  credit  analysts  the  state's  debt  management 
policies  and  financial  plans  so  that  these  market  participants 
understand  the  state's  management  and  control  of  debt  issuance 
practices;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  maintain  a  council  whose 
purpose  is  to  review,  analyze,  coordinate,  and  harmonize  the 


( 
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borrowing  patterns  of  the  state. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  in  accordance 
with  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby  continue  the  Capital 
Finance  Advisory  Council. 

I.    DEFINITIONS 

As  used  in  this  Order,  the  following  terms  have  the 
following  meaning: 

1.  "Council"  means  the  Capital  Finance  Advisory  Council. 

2.  "Issuer"   means   any   state   agency   that   issues 
obligations  authorized  by  state  law. 

3 .  "Agency"  means  any  state  agency  under  the  authority  of 
the  Governor  as  enumerated  in  Title  2,  chapter  15, 
MCA. 

4.  "Obligations"  means  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates 
issued  or  to  be  issued  by  any  state  agency  to  finance 
one  or  more  activity,  program,  or  project,  including 
obligations  issued  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  income, 
or  revenues  derived  from  any  source  or  to  redeem  or 
refinance  outstanding  obligations. 


II.   COMPOSITION 

The  Governor  shall  appoint  13  members  to  the  Council.  The 
members  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.  The  names 
and  addresses  of  the  members  shall  be  submitted  by  separate 
letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Department  of 
Administration. 
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The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Administration  shall 
chair  the  Council,  and  the  Council  is  attached  to  the  department 
for  administrative  purposes.  Employees  of  the  Department  of 
Administration  shall  serve  as  staff  to  the  Council  as  directed 
by  the  chairperson. 


III.  DUTIES  OF  THE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall: 

a.  provide  continued  oversight  of  state  obligations 
and  review  the  form  of  obligations  to  ensure 
consistency  with  authorizing  legislation  and 
state  financial  policies; 

b.  prepare  a  state  debt  management  plan  and  review, 
analyze  and  monitor  the  trends  in  state 
obligations  to  provide  information  to  issuers  to 
make  informed  decisions  about  financing  methods 
and  the  structuring  and  timing  of  obligations; 

c.  compile  and  continually  update  a  statewide  master 
debt  issuance  schedule  from  agency  financing 
plans  to  facilitate  coordination  of  debt  issues; 

d.  advise  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Governor 
as  it  deems  appropriate;   and 

e.  notify  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  all 
meetings,  invite  Board  participation,  and  keep 
the  Board  informed  about  Council  activities. 

2.  The  Council  may  not  supersede  the  activities  or 
authority  of  independent  agencies,  but  shall  serve  as 
a  coordinating  council  to  provide  a  formal  linkage  of 
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information  among  and  between  state  obligation 
issuers,  thereby  serving  as  an  effective  mechanism  to 
promote  fiscal  management. 

IV.   DUTIES  OF  STATE  AGENCIES 

1.  To  assist  the  Council  in  preparing  a  master  obligation 
schedule,  each  issuer  shall  submit,  as  requested,  a 
financing  plan  identifying  the  amounts  to  be  borrowed, 
keep  approximate  time  of  debt  issuance,  a  description 
of  the  projects  or  programs  to  be  financed,  an 
explanation  of  the  security  structure  supporting  the 
proposed  obligation,  and  an  explanation  of  the  purpose 
of  the  financing,  along  with  the  key  features  to  the 
extent  known. 

2.  All  agencies  shall  cooperate  with  and  provide  such 
assistance  as  the  Council  may  request. 

3.  The  Department  of  Administration  shall  consult  with 
the  Council  in  employing  and  establishing  the  duties 
of  a  statewide  financial  advisor. 


V.    COMPENSATION 

Members  will  be  compensated  as  provided  in  Section  2-15- 
122(5),  MCA.  Each  board,  authority,  corporation,  or  agency  is 
responsible  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  its  representative  on 
the  Council.  The  Department  of  Administration  is  responsible 
for  the  expenses  incurred  by  legislative  representatives.

WHEREAS,  federal  welfare  reform  legislation,  Public  Law 
104-193,  created  a  new  Section  510  of  Title  V  (Maternal  and 
Child  Health  Block  Grant)  of  the  Social  Security  Act, 
establishing  a  separate  program  for  abstinence  education.

WHEREAS,  about  20,000  men,  women  and  children  received 
organ  transplants  last  year,  but  almost  4,000  people  died  (about 
10  each  day)  while  on  the  waiting  list;  and

WHEREAS,  according  to  the  United  Network  For  Organ  Sharing,
